Incident Summary:  On April 16, 2021 Columbus Police officers responded to East Livingston Avenue 
and Linwood Avenue on the report of a shooting.  Officers located two (2) victims, Gabriella McCrary and 
a four year old female, suffering from gunshot wounds.  Both victims were transported to local area 
hospitals in stable condition.   
The investigation determined that there was an altercation with JORDAN GILBERT in the 3500 block of 
Beulah Road.  Ms. McCrary along with four (4) individuals, including the four year old female, got into a 
vehicle and were driving away on Beulah Road at Carolyn Avenue.  Mr. Gilbert followed the vehicle from 
the altercation and fired multiple gunshots at the vehicle, striking the victims.  The vehicle fled the 
location and attempted to locate a hospital for the juvenile victim until they stopped and called police.  
Mr. Gilbert was located a short time later.
